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HYPOCRITICAL IDAHO 
When an elderly woman was arrealcd at 
Klmberly not so lonR ago on a charge ot 
selling liquor. The Idaho Pioneer used It as 
nn example for ridiculing Idaho'n enforce- 
ment of laws relating to liquor and gam- 
bllns. 

"It wa.1 certainly gratifying to learn . . . 
that alr-tlght enforcement of state and fed- 
eral liquor laws \s still being maintained In 
Idaho." jibed the Pioneer. "If she had fol- 
lowed the pattern of many othcr.t engaged 
in the liquor bu.ilnes.s In Idaho and operated 
a .-iftloon open to juveniles, with crap and 
blackjack games !n each comer and with 
alot machines lining the walla, then the 
fact that ahe 'oTcrlooked' the law of the 
land might have been Jgnorad by the olfl- 
cerii aa It Is In 30 mnJiy places. 

"Ma Reynolds Is paying the penalty for 
being an IndlTlduallst. Shn had better con- 
a»lt the operators of some of the mlrror- 
and-mahogany clubi , , . and find ont the 
rules of the game as It li played In the great 
Gem state." 

Since that time, also In our vicinity, gam- 
bling raids have been conducted on three 
establUhments in Filer, and other club oper- 
ator! have been orrosted on chargea of 
bringing liquor In from Netada. Four Twin 
IMlIs operators have been cited to appear 
before the city oommloaloners to show cause 
why their Ilcenaeie should not be reToked. 

The gambling raids reaulted from cocn- 
plalnta filed by cltlxons. Arrseta on liquor 
charges followed. In Idaho, soch flurries oc- 
cur now and then, and ii«iielly lor very ap- 
parent raosoiu. 

T*o Tl»M-HewB do« not take ttis posi- 
tion of condoning the operaUon ot liquor 
and gambling cluba contrary to law. Neither 
do6s It hold ttie law enforcement officials 
entirely responsible. 

Pact of the matter Is, the whol« xct-up Is a 
farce In Idaho. The so-ca]l«d "lockor sys- 
tem" of selling liquor Is a Joke. So is the 
law under which many clubs are posing as 
"charitable organhatlons." The state legis- 
lature's hjrpocrlsy In dealing with all this 
under-cover business Is a dUgrace, no mat- 
, tM" what anyone thinks of liquor, gambling 
and the like. 

Let a law enforcement officer make an ar- 
rest. The first thing he is confronted with is 
the problem of proving that his culprit was 
guHty of vloiatrlng some fishy law that makes 
no aense. In court, the chances are 10 to 1 
' that any jury will mahe monkeys out of the 
- peace officers _bccause the whole business 
Just doesn't add up, 

Fwhap* R's a good thing for Idaho that 
the Allied Ctvic Forces are mustering all the 
power at their command. It may force a 
showdown that the people and the legislature 
■wUl not face honestly otherwise. 



LEGALIZED GAMBLING 
A K«w Jersey Judge has urged that his 
Btate's oonstltutlon be revised to permit 
legalized and regulated gambling. Thus one 
more voice has been added to the small, faint 
choruf whleh recently has been making the 
tame sug^satlon. 

The very Idea of putting gambling on a 
legitimate basis and sweetening the public 
till from the proceeds Is repugnant to many, 
perhaps most, Americans. They are unmoved 
by the classic arguments that gamblers will 
gamble anyway, as drinkers drank during 
prohibition; that some official Is getting rich 
■ on. "protection" where gambling flourls^hcs; 
that this protection might as well'-fie paid 
In taxes. 

What setfma to have swelled the faint 
chorus of support Is the experleqce where 
legal gambling is actually In operation. In 
little Saratoga county, N. y.. betting taxes 
from a four-week race meet netted the coun- 
ty $1,052,000. As a result the county tax has 
been abolished, the budget Increased for next 
year, and o surplus of 3312,000 earmarked for 
retirement of county bonds. 

It Is perhaps understandable that some 
moral resentment by Saratoga county citi- 
zens may have evaporated In the face of this 
windfall. It's pretty hard to get mad over 
lower taxes.

haro ayerted moet of the tragedy to 
the people ot the Dnlted States that 
has hcen caused by these strlltei 
which today have retarded recovery 
by a year, had he been willing to 
admit In tkne that experience had 
proved thai his law wsa a raon- 
gtrostty. President RooaeTBll, of 
course, was at fault, but the correc- 
tion of the evil conditions estab- 
lished by - the Wagner act would 
have followed ImmedUKly If Oen- 
stor Wagner, himself, ever had 
admitted thot he was wrong. 

Not long after the unions began 
their campaign of violence and other 
outrage against not only the peace 
of communities but the civic and 
human rights of the Individual 
American. I perceived that the 
boMcfl or the unions were, at worst, 
mere Froteeees of a vicious and 
reckless orEanizatlon of political ad' 
venturers. To be sure, when the CIO 
was being orgonlicd in Michigan 
Ohio, and Pennaylvsnls. amid tU' 
mult and terror I would have ad' 
rocoled the Indictment and PJfiMCU' 
lion on state chsreen o^'flMRW; 
Lewis and a number of "iTlterT! 
brutal bo-u-thugs who terrorized 
helpless cities. 

Bui RooeevtU patronized and en- 
couraged these men. as .Urs. rvances 
Perkins, his secretary of labor at the 
time, recently admitted tn a side- 
long wsy In her memoirs. 

The moral effect alone of this 
parmershlp between a President and 
Qioraudlng ganss with known 8tal- 
Inlats acting as sergeants, was a gen- 
eral surrender by the people of old 
liberties and Ideals and the Impair- 
ment of their cltlEcnahlp. In the 
post, corporations had tmporlcd 
gang! of sluggers to break strlkea. 
by breaking up their meetings and 
besting up pickets. This practice hod 
been outlawed to the extent that 
eiplotuigo ngslnst unions and the 
Interstate tronaportatlon ol trtilke- 
breakers were fort>ldden. 

But, at the snme time, unions, 
which had no subetanc« and pre. 
tended to be voluntary associations 
were Invited to use. against all whom 
they oppo.nrd. Includli^g workers, the 
very methods of violence which the 
Roosevelt ffovemmeni 
dem«*d. The Wagner act and the 
labor rokilloni board, deliberately 
paok*d with etallnlat enemies ot the 
Cnlud States, encouraaed rioters, 
racketeers and highway robbers and 
the supreme court protected them 
by a series of decLilons. There was 
no word of proleat from Senator 

Hoosevclt fllppsatly remarked 
that when a Ranff of vandola selietl 
an automobile factory, dMlroyed 
malerlBla and equipment ot enor- 
mous value, beat up cltlaens going 
to their lawful anplojtnent and rc- 
ruaed to obey court orders, thej' 
wer* galKy of nothing worse thon 
Irespasi. mallcloua mischief, assault 
and contempt ot court, and ndmlltcd 
It R-ouId be Impossible to convict the

I have said that Jimmy PetrlUo 
and I were friends.

But Petrtilo ta paid to run his 
union as he sees nt and tha Wagner 
act gtvtt him all the powen that 
he has exercised. II those powen 
vlolst« the rights ot the community 
the fsull la nol Petrlllo's. The Isult 
Is Senator Wagner's. Bo also, the 
National Maritime imloa has » tight 
to dictate foreign policy and Involve 
us In war by refusing to sail freight 
to Bpaln or the Argentine. The ATT- 
sailors likewise have a right to re- 
fuse to carry freight to 'VMgoalavla 
because their union fights com- 
munis and Mtrahol Tito is a atal- 
Inbt dUUtor. 

I may point out bruUlltlea tn the 
Teamsters lailon and the- regal 
status of Dan TtAln, Its president. 
It Is wrong. 11 Is Immoral, to com- 
pel a good man to work for the same 
pay that Is provided hy Isw lor - 
loafer who provokea a strike 
throw hundnds or hundreds of 
thousands onto the uttemployment 
rolls. But the Wagner act created 
the«Q condlUons with a ploua pre- 
tense that Its only purpose was to 
enable workers to bargain through 
agents of their own free aelectlon. 
L It Is pathetic that a fvw thousand 
tAmstera should paralyse New Tort, 
or a few thousand sailors the sea- 
borne commerce of the United 
SUtes. But. the Wagner act 
terrcd on a few tmlon officials, with 
sufflctenl personal force to domi- 
nate their imlottai the power to 
throw all the workers In the United 
States Into Idleness- This is nol i 
theory but a legal fact. 

Wagner's law tied up the auto, 
mobile Industry «o that all but i 
tiny traction ot the year's produc- 
tion has been lost since V-J day. Hli 
law enabled John L. Lewis, alone, 
to cripple mofll of our Industries 
tor an Immeasurable time fay a coal 
miner*' atrtke. The men who ran 
these and other strikes con trlbu Unit 
to the present 'desperate situation 
only exercised powers given them 
by Senator Wagner's law. 
danger to the nation never will be 
lifted until the law Is charigwL

Issued on 
the eve of a decontrol board ses- 
sion today to reconsider dairy pro- 
ducts, found retail mlllc prices In 
33 representative dtlca early hU 
month Just 3,4 cents & qilnrt hlsli- 
cr. on the average, tlian those ot 
May. — 

The decontrol board refused, to 
reinstate price celllnsa Aug. 30, on 
a finding that milk prices then had 
risen three cent.s. on iv nationwide 
avernEe. since the celllnES Iap.^Ml 
June 30. It held that this rise was 
not "unreasonable." Chairman Roy 
U Thompson remarked that "ot 
that three cents, nearly two cents 
was necc.vLnry to take up the slnck 
when sub.ildlc3 were dl.won tinned." 

Unless the board, at meetings 
alartlnn today, finds thnt the sulwe- 
qucnt fraction ot a cent Increase 
makes the price levels "unreason- 
able" now. milk will continue free 
of controls, at least tempornrlly. 
The new CPA net prohlblLs dnlry 
controls unlcis prlrw are "unreoa* 
nnnblc" now, regardless of any other 
factors. 

Milk production normnlly declines 
In the full and winter, however, n.i 
rows yield if-n and pastures dry 
up. If IhLs situation nubsequently 
leads to "unreasonable" price 
boost.!, the decontrol board may re-
